THE STREETS STREWN WITH WOUNDED 


A Dangerous Duly Bravely Performed 


by the Mounted Constabulary fay 


Which Ihe Riot was Final- 


ly Broken Up. 


Come, Get. 28.—Tho fact that the po- 


lice and military were thoroughly pre- 
pared for a riot yesterday alone pre- 
vented the 
city 
from 
becoming a 


scene of slaughter. 
After the conven- 


tion a large body of police closed abont 
Dillon and O'ltrlen to escort them to 
their hotel. Dillon passed a few com- 
monplace words with the inspector in 
command,and that functionary listened 
very stirtly and condescendingly. 
The 


incident was witnessed by the r*aruell- 
iUls, whit howled in derision. 


I*'or suiue distance tlio procession 


passed along without more serious 
drmonstrlition, the crowds on 
the 


htreot, however, growing every mo- 
ment mure excited 
The McCarthy- 


itus, including a number of priests, 
anil thi! redoubtable CanonO'Muhoney, 
followed 
Dillon uncl O'liripu. Every 


now uncl then a Harni'Hite in the crowd 
would howl and swing a slnllchih 
around his head, and make a dash for 
the Mcl/'aithyitPN. The ptiliec would 
tin n t'hurge and rubtoru order for tho 
ill moril.

controllable. 
Veils of "murderers," 


"ICngllsh lickspittles" and other epi- 
thets saluted the MuCarthyites. 
The 


latter knew that they would soon be 
attacked, and came to a halt, turning 
on their assailants. 
Missiles of -all 


kinds Hew through the air, and the 
cries of defiance became louder and 
louder. The blood flowing from in- 
jured head and limbs, tho groans of 
the fallen wounded, tho fierce energy 
of tho combatants, and tho ebb and 
flow of the tide of battle, us tho ad- 
vantage veered from side to side, gave 
a realistic picture resembling some- 
what the communist risings in Paris. 


The mounted constabulary was hur- 


riedly formed in order for a charge. 
It was a dangerous duty, for deadly 
missiles were Hying on every hand 
and the 
order was 
given to cut 


right 
between 
the 
two 
parties, 


where 
the 
police 
would 
receive 


the volleys from both. Not a constable 
flinched. 
They formed as perfectly 


as on parade, and started on the gallop 
at the word of command. The order 
was to strike only with tho flats of 
their sabres, and it was obeyed. As 
tho constables spurred forward the 
volleys of missiles grew thicker, for 
each side was sure that if they missed 
each other they would at least hit a 
policeman. The police were persistent, 


owover, and at length succeeded in 
rcaking up the riot, this result, how- 
ver, being largely due to tho fact that 
[10 rioters themselves were appalod at 
lie number of tho wounded. Many of 
he latter were taken to their homes, 
ml others to the hospitals. Whether 
ny cuses have proven fatal is not yet 
cnown.

Lieut. Cowlca Reads His Detailed Re. 


port of the Wreck, the Efforts 


to Save the Ship and Her 


Final Abandonment. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—The court oil 


nquiry into tho loss of the Despatch 
met again yesterday at the navy yard. 
After, the formal report of Lieut. Cowles 


the navy department of the loss of 


.he ship was rend, Lieut. Cowles read 
his detailed report of the wreck. Lieut. 


nvles was asked if he had any eom- 


pUiints to make against any officer or 
nember of the crew in connection with 
Hie accident, to which he replied: "Not 
after the vessel grounded." 


Thib created somewhat of a sensa- 


tion. Lieut. Cowles claimed tlmt the 
night orders he tjave before turning in 
were "safe night orders." The course 
of the ship had been changed without 
orders from him and without his being 
notified. 
Lieut. Mulligan, who vv as in 


charge of the deck, when asked by 
Oient. Cowles why he was not called, 
replied that he was nhoiit to do so n,s 
tho course of 
the vessel had been 


changed. When asked why this was 
done, Lieut. Mulligan explained that 
he was sure that the red light he saw 
was that of Winter Quarter, and there 
was no 
necessity for keeping the 


old course. 
In response to Lieut 


Cowtes' inquiry as to why he was not 
called, Lieut. Mulligan, replied that all 
seemed well and there had been no ap- 
parent necessity for calling him. Lieut. 
Soel, the ship's executive, confirmed 
;ho fact of the red light being seen 
which he 
was certain was Winter 


Quarter light, and jthat ho had ordered 
;he change in course. 


Lieut. Cowles went on with his story 


of the wreck, the efforts to save tho 
ship and her final abandonment, and 
mid a glowing tribute to the life-sav- 
ing crew under Capt. Tracy, as well as 
,o the gallantry of the offlcerb and men 
of the Despatch. 


Lieut. Cowles became visibly affected 


as he went on, and when he said, "I 
left the vessel with her colors and her 
pennant flying," he broke down, his 
voice quivered and his eyes filled with 
tears. It was some moments before he 
could go on. In conclusion he said: 
"The gale increased in fury, and when 
it had finally subsided there was noth- 
ing left of the Despatch," and he sat 
down with a great sob. 


Continuing his 
testimony, 
Lieut. 


Cowles said the sea gradually increased, 
with the wind northeast, from the time 
she struck until she was abandoned. 
The chains were bent and the anchors 
were ready for letting go. The chart 
had been corrected up to date, but no 
one on board had any information oC 
the relief of the Winter Quarter light- 
ship. It was a good night for seeing 
lights, but it was a very bad night for 
seeing the land, ^being misty. 
There 


was but one light'visible when he came 
on deck and that looked rod. 


Lieut. Cowles then explained the du- 


ties of the officers of the ship, but 
added: "All navigation is under my 
charge:" lie had given no orders for 
the chage of course. 


At 1:45 the court adjourned to meet 


to-day.

By an Explosion In the United States 


mine Bapply Co. at Cleveland, O.~ 


CLKVKLANB, O., Oct. 28.—Just at dusk 


last evening the works of the United 
States Mine Supply Co., on Willson av- 
enue in this city, exploded with a deep 
detonation and concussion that shock 
up the most fashionable residence por- 
tion of the city. There were a series 
of explosions that entirely demolished 
the brick Building in which these works 
were located and scattered timbers 
uncl bricks in all directions. When the 
first fire engine reached the scene the 
firemen were compeled on account of 
the explosions and flying debris to 
srawl with their hose toward the build- 


ing. 


Twelve people were employed in 


making fuses and bombs out of dyna- 
Inite, gun cotton, nitre-glycerine and 
fjiant powder. When the first explosion 
occurred bystanders said the roof ap- 
peared to be lifted from the bniHing. 
rhc report was followed by piercing 
Shrieks from within tho structure. At 
the second. explosion tho walls col- 
lapsed and there was silence. 


Three people wore killed outright 


and four injured, one seriously. 
The 


killed are: 


John Fink, aged 14. 
Alfred Schaffier, 17. 
Paul Pfunnkuche, nephew of the 


president of the company; all of this 
city. 


Minnie Peck, aged 20, was cut badly 


In tho hips. The otheru were more 
shocked than hurt. 


Of the killed only Schafler was rec- 


ognizable, the "bodies of the other two 
being identified by clothing. None of 
those who escaped can give any cause 
for 
the explosion.
